Whereas, Specialist Poelman was a loving husband to Renate, with whom he

was united in marriage on May 1, 2004; and

Whereas, Specialist Poelman provided faithful and honorable service to the

people of the state of Wisconsin and the people of the United States; and

Whereas, the people of Wisconsin mourn the death of Specialist Poelman; and

Whereas, Specialist Poelman was laid to rest at Southern Wisconsin Veterans

Memorial Cemetery in Union Grove on Monday, June 13, 2005; now, therefore, be it
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Resolved by the senate, the assembly concurring, That the legislature of

the state of Wisconsin commemorates the remarkable life of U.S. Army Specialist

Eric Poelman and extends its deepest sympathies to his family, friends, and

colleagues; and, be it further
